That Power, herself not overpleased 
with the progress that Germany was mat - 
ing, extended her sympathy, which finally 
led Up to an understanding between the 
two’ countries. -As the Triple Alliance 
' between Germany, Italy and Austria grow 
stronger, the extente between Russia and 
France also grew in cordinlity. But Russia 
-had other aims in view besides helping 
Franee in her crusade against Germany ; 
and this she soon showed in a way not al- 
together unheard of in private circles, As 
a Power, Russia is not addicted to giving 
her friendship for nothing, and the present 
ease was no exception to her rule. Russia’s 
financial position was none of the’ best,;-so 
she made use of her newly found friend to 
assiet her in putting things in order. In- 
dividually the French were rich, and in 
return for Russia’s good offices, a loan 
was easily rais:d sufficient to enable 
Russia to begin to set her house in 
order. Russia made good use of the 
_ opportunity ; she reformed her currency, 
consolidated her loan, and set herself to 
encourage industrial enterprise of every 
description.

We have before us a small pamphlet, en- 
titled Debates, Proceedings and Votes of the 
Shanghai Katepayera in Public Meeting 
assembled, which presents some topics of in- 
terest Lo a Crown Colony as to the means 
which recommend themselves toa community 
which ix almost untrammelled by govern- 
mental interference, ‘and which has been 
left to work out its own salvation along the 
lines of lenst resistance. The first thing 
that strikes the reader is the orderly man- 
ner in which the debates are. conducted, and 
the ready acquiescence of all in the rulings 
of the Chair. The meeting, probably a fair 
specimen of others, evidently jotsred on its 
task not only with a full knowledge uf what 
it had come to discuss, but with a determin- 
ation to permit each subject before it tu be 
discussed on its merits;~more than this, it 
showed the knowledge of* constitutional 
practice, and a due regard: for legal prece- 
dent, and the appeal made to its judicial 
faculty as to the logality of the action of 
the Municipal Council was met by a refer- 
ence to past precedents bearing on the case. 
The topics under discussion included sub- 
jects of education and sanitation, auch as 
seldom enter into merely municipal discus- 
sion, and it is worthy of remark that they 
were dicussed, not from the narrow view of 
mere municipal finance, but as involving 
questions of statecraft, and on the wide 
princip es which concern their bearing here- 
after ona rising community, which feels that 
it hag an important part to play in the 
future development of a great city, if not 
ou the future of China, Still more remark- 
able is the fact that, although éHe native 
element is nol ‘directly represente! at these 
meetings, the foreign residents are fuliy 
conscivus of the duties they owe to the large 
native popul:tion amidst which they live, 
and evince no desire to shift their burdens on 
to the shoulders of their unrepresented fel low 
citizens, This conduct haa met with a )pre- 
ciation, aud wow the coufidence of the Chinese 
population. It has done even more, for in the 
Proclaniation issued last year by the Viceroy 
‘fthe Kiungnan Provinces, extending the 
government of the Settlements over a large 
additional area, this good government wis 
made the ground for the concession, The 
strongest proof, however, of the general 
good management preven is that, where- 
as in the year 1890 the tétal-revenue of the 
Municipality amounted t6 462,000 taels, the 
Budget for the coming year as laid before 
the ratepayers amounted to 995,000 taels, 
or more than double within the short period 
of tea years. As part of the ordinary work-

the weaker mea—weaker in one sense but strong. 
in a moral sense—who say, “Tf 1 touch liquor at 
all I shall exceed and go I will take the pledge 
and take none.” That man [ have tho highest 
admiration for, but at the same time [ feel 
that there isa verly much lurger body of men 
who are perfectly abla to enjoy-the good things 
of this life in moderation and in temperance, and 
it is to them that this building is thrown open. 
It seems to me that it would be a very hard 
thing indeed if a man who had comes from 
Monnt Austin into town could not have a glass 
of bees in a place like this. I enjoy my 
own glass and I enjoy it in moderation, 
and IT um perfectly certain that the great 
bulk of the men in the Army do the same. 
After close ou 38 years in the service I can 
only say-that [ do not think I have ever 
seen a greater change than that which I have 
seen in the Army. When I joined tha Army 
there was an enormous amount of drinking, no 
doubt, but that has all changed and now, and I 
say it most advixedly and most clearly. I believe 
that if you wera fo take a couple of thousand 
soldiers and a couple of thousao civilians you 
would find mor: sobriety among the former 
than among the Ia(ter. (Appluusa.) Well, there- 
fore, after a grevt deal of discussion and after 
a great deal of consideration the officers asked 
me to allow liquor to be sold here. ‘Then we 
came to another gaestion. Many of thease in. 
stitutes or clubs or whafever they are called 
mix up religion with them. Here again no 
man, 1 can truthfully’ say, believes more in the 
effect of religion than I do; but there is a time 
anda place for all things, and it seems to me 
that as my own club is not considered the place 
for religion, so wa decided after a great deal 
of consideration, that this club should be opened: 
to men of all denominations and that reli- 
gion should not bea feature. (Hear, hear.) I 
wish to point out another thing—I feel quite 
sure Iam not nuduly detaining you, because 
this is my one opportunity of telling you ex- 
actly how ‘the whole thing stands, Another 
question came before the committee of officers. 
consy said, tha question was, “Shall we have a 
men-commissioned officar on duty heret to keep 
order and so forth?" And the officers unani- 
mously said to me, “No, General; we do not 
think there is the least vecessity for it.” (Hear, 
hear.) [ feel quite certain that if a man tho- 
roughly understands the conditions on which 
the club exists there will be no trouble what- 
ever. (Hear, hears) Therefore I say there will 
be no more restrictions in this club than there 
are in any one of the officers’ clubs or than 
there are in the Hengkong Club.

Mr, Fonseca, manager of the—Connaught 
House Hotel. said that at about half-past five 
on the afternoon of the 5th inst. the deceased 
asked him to make up his account, as he was 
leaving the next day, and at six o'clock he 
gave the account to his boy. The-same night 
he was working in his- office until about 
a quarter to 12. Tbe deceased’s room was just 
above his office. The next morning one of the 
hotel boys came to him and told him that the 
deceased was dying in No. 16 room, and on 
going to the room lie found the man was dead. 
He reported to the Police and sent for Dr. 
Jordan, The decvased had been in the hotel 
since February Ist. He saw Dr. Jordan four 
or five days before his death. He seemed to ba 
iz good health, Witness slept on the third 
floor and the deceased's room was on the second. 
He heard no pistol shot. , 

Mr. W. H. Gaskell, accountant and sevre- 
tary of the Panjom Mining Company. 
said he was in the deceased's company 
the day before he died. Witness had taken 
‘is ticket by the Lightning, and the de- 
veased called to see him about four o'clock. The 
deceased was in a weak and nervous state. They 
were together an hour looking over plans.

Werks is published in the Gazette. We make

. Dyeing Compan at Cuusoway Bay. The Dock 
Company's premises at Hunghom were largely 
extended, u large match factory was also built 
near Hunghom, and numerous large blocks of 
tenement_houses there, and at Yaumati. 
“The principal building completed in the city 
was the very handsome block of Offices, now 
known 2g Qnoen’s Buildings, on the Reclamation 
near. Pedder's Wharf, consisting of four floors 
and containing sixteen s ites of Offices. 
_ The handsome Offices of the United Telegraph 
‘Companies. next the Hongkong Club were com- 
pleted and occupied during the year, alsoa large 
block of buildings adjoining it on the East, 
next to Messrs. Butterfield & Swire’s Offices 
Building of godowns and of Chinese houses 
‘on the new Reclamation has praceede 1 rapidly.

Public Latrines—A plan and estimate was 
prepared and tenders were received for an exten- 
sive latrine in the Taipingshan District. In 
consequence, however, of the opposition raised 
to the site by the P6 Léung Kuk Directors the 
work was abandoned. A new site has since been 
selected, but, as this involved the preparation of 
a new plan and estimate, the building has not 
yet bean begun. 


Washing Tanks at Tai-Hang.—The bed of the 


Tai Hang Stream has for many years beao 
used by the washermen of the colony as the 
principal place for carrying out their operations. 
Rough tanks were formed by removiog the 
smaller boulders from any suit:ble spot in the 
stream bed and piling them round the sides, 
and as these tanks were d tied about varying 
rom the 
upper ones found its way into the lower ones, 
which therefore never received a supply of clean 
water. Besites, a foul sediment accuroulated in 
the-botton of the tanks as there was no proper 
provision made for drainage. This state of 
matters has been remedied by constructing a 
dam across the stream some distance below the 
Mint Dam and arranging a row of properly- 
o nstructed washing tanks immediately below 
it. All washing above the dam has been pro- 
hibited and a supply of clean water to the tanks 
has thus been ensared, each tank being supplied 
direct from the dai. . The'work, though 
of small extent, must be regarded as of some 


importance to the colony from a sanitary point 


of view. The training of the stream below the 
tanks isa matter which should be underraken 


in order to convey away the waste water and 


prevent the accumulation of 1th which at pre- 
sent occurs among the boulders.

"Inj previous raports, I have from time (o time 
pointed out the urgent necessity of providing 
inoreased| market accommodation, but as yet 
without any result. 

In a letter to the Board, dated December 20th, 
1899, I pointed out the necessity of a ‘market 
for the wholesale and retsil dealers. in poultry 
and fresh fish, recommending that a site be 
‘retained for this purpose on the Praya Reclama- 
tion in front of thé present Central Market. 

The proposal was adopted and forwarded to 
the Government. 

FOOD STUFFS. 


Duriug the past five years the price of all. 


food has been gradually advanciug.until at the 
present time nearly avery article consumed by 


both Eurcpeans and oatives shows an increase. 


of at least. 100 per cent. and in a few instances 
much more. 

The present high price of piovisions may be 
partly due to the high rents which are paid by 
many stall-hoiders in the various markets. For 
instance, inthe Western Market two stall-ho!ders 
.pay $75. and $47.50 respectively. per month for 
two béef stalls, the dimensions of which are only 
6 feet by 3 feet. A pork butcher: in the same 
market also pays $70 a month for a stall of 
similar dimensions, 

Many of the _sbops and stalls in the other 

. markets are rented in a like proportion. Al- 
though I believe the cost of erecting the 
Western Market in the first instance did not 
exceed $9,437.12, yet, during last year. the 
revenue derived from its stall rents amounted

THE HARBOUR OF MASAMEPO. 
—_——e— —- 
‘Mr. J. N. Jordan, British Cousul General at 


Seoul, who recently visited Masampo, describes [ 


the harbour as follows :-— 
' “ Douglas inlet, which forms the entrance to 
the har-our of Masampo, lies between the two 
large islands of Kojedo and ‘Tondaisan. and is 
about five miles.in breadth. It is divided into 
three chanuels by Cone and Taipong islands, 
~ all of which contain abundant depth of water 
and ample space for the largest ships. Masam- 
po contains a population of about 2,000 people, 
witha monopoly of filthy surroundings out of all 
proportion to tha number of its inhabitants. 
if its cammercial value is doubtful, the .import- 
‘ance of Masampo as a harbour can hardly be 
ovet-rated. High naval anthorities of varions 
nationalities agree in cousidering it one of the 
finest in the world, apd some would even go the 
length of denying that it has any superior in 
the possibilities which it affords for naval puar- 
‘poses. “The special feature of the place would 
‘seem to be the uniform depth of water—six to 
seven fathoms—and excelient holding ground 
found everywhore in the large expanse of land- 
‘locked: water (hat lies between Sir Harry Parkes 
‘Sound aud-the gate: below Masampo Reach. 
The “area of the Settlement is ahout 60,000 
square metres (150 acres), and. the situation 
"seems -to: be admirably adupted for commercial 
os -containing abundant good sites for 
asinees aud residential-quarters,;’

THE COMING OF [HE CJMMISSION—AN 
OVERWORKED ADMINISTRATION. 
. Manila, 10th April. 

The coming of the new Commission, with 
Judge Taft as president, and the recent publica- 
tion of a new system of municipal government, 
have placed matters on a different basis and 
infused new life and onthusiasm into a much 
werried aud somewhat stiff-necked administra- 
tion. 1 say stiff-necked not in the extreme 
meauing of the word, but rather as indicative 
of a kind of solidity, of a state of affairs brought 
about by routine and red tape during nearly 
two years of the hardest kind of draigery, in 
which laws were often made and rulings given 
where mature deliberation was impossible. 
Civil matters of every conceivable description 
have been adjusted and certainly mura compli- 
cated cases then those met in the Philippines 
do not exist. 

The time has come when there must be many 
chauges; demands are coming in every day from 
all quarters for modification of the laws, adjust- 
ment to circumstances and the estabiishment of 
precedents ia new sets of circumstances. The 
present administration has handled the con- 
flicting condition most ably, but at the same 
time the whole system has grown into ruts 
and routiue and has been so occupied with 
new questions, that little time or inclination 
can be found to bring about changes. To 
begin with, its procedures are essentially 
military, and all who have any acquaintance with 
military affairs mast know the tremendous 
aversicu that is manifested toward changes, aid 
also the endless complications and red-tapeism 
that have to be overcome before alteration is 
eff-cted. Rulings which were given a year ago, 
under which things have been existing since 
that time, are no longer convenient and often 
unjust, as the conditions and circumstances 
have vastly changed. Manila itself is held in 
check and retarded in many ways by the back 
of the necessary legislation and adjustment. 

Thus it is that in view of the many changes 
that are expected to result from commission, 
e nsiderable euthusiasn is manifested. I have 
‘heard an officer of high-rank say —“I myself 
‘feel-that perhaps my removal for a time at 
least, with substitu'ion of a new man, wonld 
be productive of good results. Much as 1 like 
my work aod am interested in it. I feel this to 
be trae. Months of grinding and studying over 
complex questions tends to narrow any man, 
and unless he is given a change he is not able 
to produce such good returns.” 

The idea is undoubtedly correct and applies 
not only to the officer who attered it but to 
mauy others. The rigours of a tropical climate 
have told heavily against mauy of the heads of 
the administration, while the work both in 
character and quantity has been and is far 
more arduous than the home routine. -A larg 
percentage of the governmental corps is tired 
and worn and ztiff. ‘I'he fresh blood and energy 
that is needed to wrestle with the unusual work 
is not there and results are not up to possibi- 
lities. : 

INCESSANT WORK LESSENS RESULTS. 

Sundays, holidays, holydays, bank holidays 
and-eve.y other day, the machinery of the go- 
verameut is at work; it never stops and much 
of it runs through the night. Civil questions 
are'rapidly overtaki giand subordinating mili- 
tary affairs and the problem is too large, too 
intricate and too chaugeable for the military 
administration, Matters are constantly gravi- 
tating in tha right direction. as they must ne- 
cessarily do under a just and wise government, 
but when the trained and qualified agents for 
this profession com here and begin work, pro- 
gress will be rapid. The proposed cha ges will 
advance the work of reconstruction six months 
at least

Anweiyon, a Censor, and also took the Em- 
peror to her own palace, the Hue-ho-huen. 
{t is very strange for her to do such things, 
seeing how long the Emperor and the Censor 
have been in her disfavour. In 1894 the Censor 
in a memorial requested her to retire to her 
palace without any further interference in the 
government, and toallow the Emperor Kwang 
Hsu to have a free hand, in all political affairs, 
For this reason he offended her and was banished 
to the north frontier. Thus he may be sail to 
“have been the antecedent of Kang Yu-wei, the 
chief reformer ;.yet now she allows him to come 
back freely, with a pretence of showing mercy,

Some say that this strange act of hers is in-
